
Home for Colored 
Children. Police say 
investigation didn't yield 
strong enough evidence 


Major-crime investigators 
in Halifax have wrapped up 
an investigation into alleged 
abuse at the Nova Scotia Home 
for Colored Children without 
laying charges. 

RCMP Chief Supt. Brian 
Brennan said Thursday a core 
team of four detectives con¬ 
ducted an “exhaustive” probe 
of claims from 40 former resi¬ 
dents at the orphanage. 

The investigators travelled 
through Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario 
and Alberta, interviewing the 
complainants and potential 
witnesses. However, Brennan 
said they were unable to gath¬ 
er the evidence needed to lay 
criminal charges. 

“At the end of the day, we 
look back and say, ‘Did we 
do the best investigation we

could?’ and in this case we 
have no problem saying that,” 
he said. 

Dozens of former residents 
of the home located outside 
Dartmouth claim they were 
physically and sexually abused 
by orphanage staff. The allega¬ 
tions date back as far as the 
1940s. 

Brennan said the length of 
time that had elapsed since 
the alleged incidents proved a 
significant challenge. 

“Memories fade, (people 
can’t) recall details like names 
and places,” he said. “Then it’s 
the ability to find corroborat¬ 
ing evidence, such as records, 
whether they be at the facility 
or outside locations.” 


Tracey Dorrington-Skin¬ 
ner, a former resident of the 
home, called the decision “dis¬ 
appointing.” 

Dorrington-Skinner, 47, 
was at the home for more than 
a decade, starting in the early 
1970s. She alleges she suffered 
repeated sexual and physical 
abuse that left her mentally 
scarred. 

“When you’re that young 
and you’ve witnessed all the 
things that you’ve witnessed... 
your mental state is, at its best, 
diminished,” she said about 
the difficulty in recalling what 
she says happened to her. 

More than 100 people are 
now a part of the bid for a 
class-action lawsuit against 
the home and provincial gov¬ 
ernment. A court ruling is ex¬ 
pected in June. 

Brennan said anyone with 
information who hasn’t al¬ 
ready spoken to police is en¬ 
couraged to come forward.

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Province ponders inquiry on

No charges. Opposition 
parties say government 
avoiding responsibility 
to investigate 
alleged abuse

The province’s justice minis¬ 
ter says he will take time to 
consult his caucus members 
before deciding whether to 
call a public inquiry into the 
alleged abuse at Nova Scotia 
Home for Colored Children. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry says the RCMP’s de¬ 
cision not to lay charges fol¬ 
lowing its investigation will 
be factored into whether 
the government decides to 
launch an inquiry. 

“We weren’t sitting on 
the sidelines, saying we were 
going to make a decision to¬ 
day,” said Landry after a cab¬ 
inet meeting Thursday. “This 
is one piece of information 
that we would like to take 
into consideration.” 

VOICES, a group repre¬ 
senting about 200 former 
residents of the orphanage, is 
set to lead a class-action suit 
in June. 

Though Landry wouldn’t 
offer a date for a decision, he

Justice Minister Ross Landry 

said one would be announced 
before the hearing. 

Last month, about 60 
protesters arrived at the 
legislature armed with a 
1,000-signature petition call¬ 
ing for the government to 
launch a public inquiry into 
long-standing allegations of 
physical and sexual abuse at 
the home. 

Both opposition parties 
are demanding the province 
call an inquiry immediately. 

Tory Leader Jamie Baillie 
said the NDP is “running out 
of excuses for avoiding the 
right thing.” 

“I don’t know why they 
need to think longer about 
doing something as funda¬ 
mentally humane and im¬ 
portant as calling a public 
inquiry into what went on ul¬ 
timately at the Home for Col¬ 
ored Children,” said Baillie. 


Like Baillie, Liberal com¬ 
munity-services critic Kelly 
Regan said an inquiry would 
go far in the healing process 
for former residents and pro¬ 


vide some justice for former 
residents. 

“If the government 
doesn’t act, folks who were 
at the Home for Colored Chil¬ 


dren will continue to have to 
deal with what went on there 
alone,” said Regan. “The gov¬ 
ernment has a moral obliga¬ 
tion to do this, period.”

NDP promise 
balanced 
budget despite 
large deficit 


Tough task. Tories 
accuse government of 
misleading taxpayers, 
claiming Nova Scotia 
economy is weakest 
in country

The NDP government is still 
pledging to present a bal¬ 
anced budget next spring, de¬ 
spite forecasting a $277-mil¬ 
lion deficit this year. 

“The hill has gotten a 
little steeper to climb,” said 
Finance Minister Maureen 
MacDonald, who announced 
details of the government’s 
latest budget forecast on 
Thursday. “We all recognize 
that. But we will continue to 
make that steep climb.” 

The province is primarily 
blaming a “soft economy” for 
its latest projection, which 
is $66 million higher than 


Tall order 


forecast last spring, when 
the budget was unveiled. The 
province is forecasting $61.7 
million less in personal in¬ 
come tax as well as a $1-mil¬ 
lion shortfall in corporate 
income-tax revenues. 

And the total government 
revenue — $100 million ($47 
million in provincial revenue 
and $53 million in federal 
revenue) — has come in sig¬ 
nificantly lower than pre¬ 
dicted last spring. 

MacDonald pointed out 
that several other provinces, 
including New Brunswick 
and P.E.I., are showing lower 
than expected revenues and 
larger deficits. 

But Tory Leader Jamie 
Baillie dismissed those com¬ 
parisons, arguing that the 
province boasts the weakest 
economy in the country, with 
the highest taxes and power 
rates. He said the projected 
income-tax deficit reflects 
Nova Scotia’s struggling econ¬ 
omy and the province’s in¬ 
ability to find a solution. 

“Tliis is an NDP home¬ 
grown problem,” said Baillie. 



The NDP government has 
pledged to balance the budget 
by the end of the 2013-14 fis¬ 
cal year. 

The government’s capital¬ 
spending forecast is also run¬ 
ning a $101-million deficit, 
thanks largely to the prov¬ 
ince’s purchase of Bowater 
Mersey woodlands and the 
New Page subsidy plan. 

MacDonald couldn’t de¬ 
finitively say where potential 
new revenues might come 
from in the new year. But 
she added the government’s 
hoping proposed infrastruc¬ 
ture projects, such as the Irv¬ 
ing Shipbuilding project and 
the Halifax convention cen¬ 
tre, will become important 
cash sources. 

Government-department 
spending is forecast to come 
in $25.7 million lower than 
budget.

Judith Hare has received a

“It’s spectacular. It’s (a) 
dream,” said Hare, CEO of 
Halifax Public Libraries, who 
accepted a cheque for $1 
million from the family-run 
O’Regan’s Automotive Group 
on Thursday. 

The donation was made 
in memory of the late Paul 
O’Regan, who died last March, 
and will go towards the Hali¬ 
fax Central Library being built 
on Spring Garden Road. 


A large public area for per¬ 
formances or reading on the 
first floor will be named the 
Paul O’Regan Hall. 

Wiping tears from his 
eyes, CEO of the company, 
Sean O’Regan, said his late 
father would have been 
proud to be a part of the Hali¬ 
fax Central Library. 

“I’m sure some of his 
charm will rub off on this 
special place,” said O’Regan 
during the announcement at 
the Lord Nelson Hotel. 

“This is a huge bonus for 
us,” Hare said. “The donation 
helps us put all the things 
inside the library the public 
said they wanted during the 
consultation.”

The cleanup of the Sydney 
Tar Ponds has cleared a ma¬ 
jor hurdle. 

The federal and Nova Sco¬ 
tia governments say contam¬ 
inants in the former north 
and south Sydney Tar Ponds 
have been contained in ce¬ 
ment. 

Close to 872,000 tonnes of 
contaminated material have 
been contained — about the 
equivalent of stacking up 
112 football fields, each a 


metre deep. 

Work began in October 
to build a park on top of the 
former hazardous waste site, 
and the governments say the 
park is expected to be open 
to the public in the fall of 
next year. 

They say the cleanup 
projects remains within its 
$400-million budget and is 
scheduled to be complete by 
March 2014.

Evan Hennigar wants people 
to think twice before they 
send someone a nasty online 
message. 

“We’re people, not pro¬ 
files,” said the 11-year-old, 
who helped create an anti- 
cyber-bullying campaign 
with three other Bayview 
Education Centre students 
from Mahone Bay. 

The roughly 20-second 


campaign video was re¬ 
vealed at the Oxford The¬ 
atre Thursday morning to 
an audience of Halifax stu¬ 
dents, and relates bullying 
to a virus that can be cured 
with kindness. 

Grace Adams, Maggie 
Baxter and Connor Zink all 
helped Hennigar plan the 
campaign and worked with 
a marketing team to create 
the final product. 

“It was really exciting, 
I was just sitting there see¬ 
ing our video on that big 


screen,” said Adams. 

Adams said cyber-bully¬ 
ing was an important issue 
for her because a friend at 
her previous school had 
been a victim. 

“She didn’t go to school 
after awhile.... When she’d 
go home, she’d cry a lot,” 
Adams said, adding she felt 
“terrible” about her friend 
being called dirty names. 

But Adams said she 
thinks her friend would be 
proud to know about her 
role in the campaign now.

Zuma said, using Mandela’s 
clan name, often used here as a 
sign of affection.

Early Andersen 
fairytale found 


Hans Christian 

Andersen. Handwritten 
work called Tallow 
Candle may have been 
penned when the author 
was a teen: Experts 


For years, the sombre fairy 
tale about a lonely candle 
who wanted to be lit dwelt 
in oblivion at the bottom of 
a box in Denmark’s National 
Archives. Its recent discovery 
has sent ripples through the 
literary world because it is 
believed to be one of the first 
tales ever written by Hans 
Christian Andersen. 

The famed Dane wrote 
nearly 160 fairy tales in his 
life, including classics such 
as The Ugly Duckling and 
The Little Mermaid. The tale 
of the candle may have been 
written when he was still a 
teen, experts say. 

Retired historian Esben 
Brage said Thursday that 
he found the six-page text 
on Oct. 4 while searching 
through archive boxes that 
had belonged to wealthy fam¬ 
ilies from Andersen’s home¬ 
town of Odense in central 
Denmark. 

The handwritten copy of 
the tale, entitled Tallow Can¬ 
dle and dedicated to a vicar’s 
widow named Bunlceflod who 
had lived across from Ander¬ 
sen’s home, had been left 
seemingly untouched at the 
bottom of one of the boxes. 

“I was ecstatic,” Brage said.

The short story tells the 
tale of how a tallow candle 
seeks help from a tinder box 
to be able to ignite itself. A 
senior curator at the Hans 
Christian Andersen Museum 
in Odense said the work is 
likely one of the author’s ear¬ 
liest, written at the age of 18 
— seven years before his of¬ 


ficial debut in 1830. 

“I often get calls about 
stuff thought to have been of 
Andersen’s hand. This time I 
was thrilled,” said Ejnar Stig 
Askgaard, senior curator at 
the Hans Christian Andersen 
Museum. 

It’s “a very early attempt 
at prose,” he said.

Russia finally admits rebels 
might win the light for Syria 


Allies. Russia won’t 
say whether it will 
change pro-Syria 
stance at UN Security 
Council 


Syria’s most powerful ally 
and protector, Russia, began 
positioning itself Thurs¬ 
day for the fall of President 
Bashar Assad, saying for the 
first time that rebels might 
overthrow him and prepar¬ 
ing to evacuate thousands 
of Russian citizens from the 
country. 

The head of NATO echoed 
the Russian assessment, say¬ 
ing the Syrian government 
is near collapse following a 
nearly two-year conflict that 
has killed more than 40,000 
people and threatened to ig¬ 
nite the Middle East. Assad 
appears to be running out of 
options, with insurgents at 
the gates of the capital and

• They also strongly oppose 
a world order dominated 
by the United States, and 
they are keen to avoid a 
repeat of last year's NATO 
air campaign that led to 
the ouster of Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafi, a 
former ally of Moscow. 


the country fracturing under 
the weight of a devastating 
civil war. 

“An opposition victory 
can’t be excluded, unfortu¬ 
nately, but it’s necessary to 
look at the facts: There is a 
trend for the government 
to progressively lose control 
over an increasing part of 
the territory,” Russian Dep¬ 
uty Foreign Minister Mikhail 
Bogdanov, Moscow’s Middle 


East envoy, said during hear¬ 
ings at a Kremlin advisory 
body. 

Still, Bogdanov gave no 
immediate signal that Russia 
would change its pro-Syria 
stance at the UN Security 
Council, where Moscow has 
shielded Damascus from 
world sanctions. 

The U.S. commended Rus¬ 
sia “for finally waking up to 
the reality and acknowledg¬ 
ing that the regime’s days 
are numbered,” State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said. 

“We call on Russia to work 
with us ... work with the vari¬ 
ous stakeholders in Syria to 
start moving towards a tran¬ 
sitional structure, and we 
would like to have their help 
in doing that,” she added. 

Russia’s acknowledgment 
that Assad could lose the fight 
is an embarrassing blow to 
the regime, which describes 
the rebels as terrorists sent 
from abroad with no popular 
support.

Experts say Pyongyang is 
years from even having a shot 
at developing reliable missiles 


that could bombard the

A missile program is built 
on decades of systematic,

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Alleged plot to kill Bieber 
foiled at Canadian border 


Wrong turn. Police

A plot to kill Justin Bieber, al¬ 
legedly masterminded by a 
45-year-old prisoner obsessed 
with the young star, was 
derailed when the accused 
would-be assassins accident¬ 
ally ended up at the Canadian 
border, according to court 
documents. 

Dana Martin, serving two 
life sentences in a New Mex¬ 
ico prison for the killing of a 
15-year-old girl, told police he 
had hatched the scheme after 
Bieber never returned messa¬ 
ges he sent to the singer. 

Police recounted in an af¬ 
fidavit that Martin, who has a 
tattoo of Bieber on his leg, told 
them the perceived slight was 
part of what led him to dream 
up the alleged murder plot. 

“In the end, what Mr. Mar¬ 
tin stated he was seeking was 


a measure of notoriety,” police 
wrote in the affidavit. 

Bieber was not the only 
target in the alleged conspir- 
acy — police allege two men 
Martin hired were also told 
to kill Bieber’s bodyguard and 
two people unconnected to 
the star. 

The men Martin allegedly 
had cariying out his plot were 
to use pruning shears to cut 
off the testicles of the first 
two victims in Vermont and 
kill them, then travel to New 
York, kill the bodyguard and 
abduct and kill Bieber, Martin 
told police. 

There are no details in the 
affidavit of how the men, a re¬ 
cently released ex-con and his 
nephew, were to carry out the 
murder of one of the biggest 
stars in the world. 

But Martin said he drew 
Mark Staalce, 41, into his plot 
when they met in prison this 
year by telling Staalce that he 
had access to money, a hide¬ 
out and had gang connections 
in New York. 

Staalce brought his 23-year- 
old nephew, Tanner Ruane, 





into the scheme, Martin told 
investigators. 

Staalce was released on pro¬ 
bation at the end of October 
and started to track Bieber’s 
whereabouts, Martin said. The 
murder was to take place in 
New York at the end of Nov¬ 
ember, according to the affi¬ 
davit, when Bieber was in the 
city for a concert. 

The uncle and nephew 
team arrived in Vermont on 
Nov. 19 but realized on the 
highway they were headed 
to the Canadian border, ac¬ 
cording to the affidavit. They 
missed the last exit before 
the border and turned around 
to join the cars entering the 



Highgate Springs, Vt., point of 
entry, police said. 

The U.S. border agent 
found Staalce had an outstand¬ 
ing probation violation war¬ 
rant from New Mexico, and he 
was arrested. 

Martin and Ruane spoke 
on the phone later that day, 
and when Ruane told Martin 
that Staalce had been arrested, 
Martin called off the plot. In 
the phone call, which was re¬ 
corded by authorities, Ruane 
expressed disappointment at 
Martin’s decision, saying they 
had found one of the first 
two victims’ homes and had 
brought a pair of hedge clip¬ 
pers for the castrations. 



Martin told his story to po¬ 
lice the next morning, and Ru¬ 
ane was arrested with a pair of 
pruning shears and informa¬ 
tion on the last-known loca¬ 
tions of the first two intended 
victims stashed in the car, po¬ 
lice wrote in the affidavit. New 
York State Police said Thurs¬ 
day that a “hand-written draw¬ 
ing of a depiction of Justin 
Bieber” was also found inside 
the vehicle. 

Staalce and Ruane were 
arrested on charges of two 
counts each of conspiracy 
to commit murder and two 
counts each of conspiracy to 
commit aggravated battery.

Details 
emerge 
on nurse’s 
death 

A nurse was found hanging in 
her room three days after she 
had been duped by a hoax call 
from Australian DJs about the 
pregnant Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, a U.K. inquest was told 
Thursday. The case is being 
treated as an apparent suicide. 

Coroner’s officer Lynda 
Martindill said nurse Jacintha 
Saldanha was discovered hang¬ 
ing by a scarf from a wardrobe 
in her nurses’ quarters Friday 
by a colleague and a member 
of security staff at London’s 
King Edward VII Hospital. 

Police detective chief 
inspector James Harman said 
Saldanha, 46, also had injuries 
to her wrists. 

He told the inquest at West¬ 
minster Coroner’s Court that 
two notes were found at the 
scene and another was found 
among Saldanha’s belongings. 
He said there were no suspi¬ 
cious circumstances involved. 

Harman said detectives are 
investigating what led to her 
death, and would be con¬ 
tacting police in the Australian 
state of New South Wales to 
collect “relevant evidence.”

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McAfee back in 
the U.S. with no 
money or home 


Deported. Anti-virus 
mogul getting by on 
borrowed cash while 
he waits for girlfriends 
to arrive in Miami 


Anti-virus-software founder 
John McAfee said Thursday 
that U.S. authorities have 
made no efforts to ques¬ 
tion him since he arrived in 
Miami after weeks of evad¬ 
ing Belizean authorities who 
want to ask him about the 
death of his neighbour. 

McAfee was deported 
from Guatemala after sneak¬ 
ing in illegally from Belize, 
where police want to ques¬ 
tion him in connection with 
the death of a U.S. expatriate 
who lived near him on an is¬ 
land off Belize’s coast. 

U.S officials said there 
was no active arrest warrant 
for McAfee that would jus¬ 
tify taking him into custody. 



He said he was put on a 
plane to Miami where he 
will stay until his two girl¬ 
friends, 20-year-old Belizean 
Samantha Vanegas and a 
woman he called “Amy,” can 
join him. 

The 67-year-old British 


native said he has no money 
and no home in the U.S. and 
has been getting by on cash 
that a Canadian friend sent 
him until his property man¬ 
ager comes to Miami with 
his cash and credit cards. 

If he’s reunited with the 
women, he said he doesn’t 
know where he’ll live or 
how he’ll rebuild his life. 

Over the weekend, he 
said he would be happy to 
go to England, noting he has 
dual citizenship. 

McAfee bristled as repor¬ 
ters repeatedly asked him 
why he won’t answer ques¬ 
tions from officials in Belize, 
denying he was under inves¬ 
tigation. 

He stressed that he was 
afraid to answer questions 
because dozens of officials 
there stormed his property, 
killed his dogs, handcuffed 
him for hours and tried to 
extort money. 

He has not been charged 
with a crime.

Canada will soon begin shar¬ 
ing biometric information and 
other data about visa appli¬ 
cants with the United States — 
which then may provide it to 
third countries under a newly 
signed treaty. 

It means the fingerprints or 
photo of someone who hopes 
to visit, study or work in Can¬ 
ada could be passed to Wash¬ 
ington, which in turn might 
share them with another coun¬ 
try to help verify the person’s 
identity. However, Canada 
would have to agree to the dis¬ 
closure and could place restric¬ 
tions or conditions on how the 
information is shared, says the 
treaty released Thursday. 

The biometric sharing 
initiative is part of a contin¬ 
ental perimeter security deal 
reached last year.

Filtering furor. Change 
to SafeSearch settings 
means fewer saucy 
pics turn up in results 


In a move that polarized online 
opinion, Google introduced a 
new algorithm Thursday that 
will produce fewer pornograph¬ 
ic images on its image search. 

The change took effect in 
the U.S. only, and hasn’t yet 
been implemented in Canada. 

Twitter was abuzz with the 
change, which seems to affect 
the U.K., U.S. and Canada, but 
not some European countries 
like Germany. 

“Is Google Censuring Pom 
on Image Search, or Is Search 
Broken?,” tweeted @Philbo as 
news of the new filter broke 
Thursday morning. 

Most of the early tweets 
expressed dismay in what 
was perceived to be increased 
censorship. 

“Don’t be evil, Google? Then 
why does your new Google Im¬ 
ages algorithm make it harder 
to find pom?,” tweeted @omar_ 
aolc. 

But some users saw an up¬ 



side: “Good news for schools: 
Google image search gets 
safer,” wrote @jeremypearson. 

The new search results come 
after Google recently changed 
its SafeSearch settings. Instead 
of having three SafeSearch op¬ 
tions (off, moderate and on), 
users now only have the option 
of turning an explicit results fil¬ 
ter on or off. 

In a statement emailed to 
Torstar News Service, Google 
explained that the adult con-

Household 
debt hits 
new high 

Canadians are more in hock to¬ 
day than ever before, Statistics 
Canada said Thursday in releas¬ 
ing fresh data on household 
debt. 

The new report shows 
household debt to annual dis¬ 
posable income reached a new 
high at 164.6 per cent, from 
163.3 per cent the previous 
quarter. 

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney has named rising 
household debt a key risk 
to the Canadian economy, 
but noted this week he was 
encouraged that credit growth 
appeared to be slowing. 

Still, Carney has also said 
he expects the debt-to-income 
ratio to keep rising over the 
next couple of years. That is in 
part because of a lag in time 
between purchase decisions 
— such as a new home — and 
when the debt gets registered. 

In the July-September 
period, households borrowed 
$27.3 billion, $18.4 billion of 
that in mortgages, while con¬ 
sumer credit levels increased 
by $7 billion to $474 billion.

Strong loonie, stable economy 
boost holiday travel plans 



New survey. Canadians 
will spend average of 
$563 on seasonal trips 


It looks like Santa won’t be the 
only one on the move this holi¬ 
day season. 

The Bank of Montreal says 
a strong loonie and a relatively 
stable economy are fuelling a 
desire by many Canadians to 
get away over the Christmas- 
New Year’s period. 

According to the bank’s 
2012 Holiday Travel Outlook 
released Thursday, some 60 per 
cent of Canadians plan to travel 
over the holidays, spending an 
average of $563 apiece on their 
trips. 

The survey found that while 
some 39 per cent planned to 
travel within their home prov¬ 
ince, almost one in five, or 19 
per cent, were looking to go 
abroad. 

The most popular destina¬ 
tion outside of Canada was the 
United States, with 13 per cent 
of Canadians heading south of 
the border. Some three per cent 
chose Mexico as their preferred 
destination while eight per cent 


collectively chose other destina¬ 
tions and 12 per cent said they 
would be going to other prov¬ 
inces besides their own. 

Meanwhile, the survey 
found that those in Atlantic 
Canada were the most likely 
to travel over the holidays (80 
per cent), while those in Que¬ 
bec were the least likely (41 per 
cent).

Blooming cold in the Arctic 


In the garden of freezin’ 


Chilly air creates 
a sea of flowers 
at the North Pole 

Some (flowers) like it hot, 
but others like these in 
the North Pole prefer it 
very cold. Frost flowers, 
a natural phenomenon 
where frost grows amid 
an extremely cold 
atmosphere on top of 
warmer water, form 
unusual floral 
structures that host 
microorganisms. 
Oceanographer Jeff 
Bowman spoke to Metro 
about his research.

How are these frost 
flowers formed? 

They grow on new ice with 
open cracks. The extremely 
cold air (below -8 C) becomes 
saturated, and frost starts to 
form on the ice’s imperfec¬ 
tions. Then feathery struc¬ 
tures begin to grow out of 
the cracks, and incorporate 
marine salt and micro-organ¬ 
isms like algae. They are no 
different to frost formations, 
but only in 3-D. 

What is the significance of 
these ethereal structures?

What was your first reac¬ 
tion when you saw these? 

They are stunning and so 
ubiquitous, you can see 
them for kilometres. They 
form very abruptly, within 
only a few hours. I recall 
one expedition to the North 
Pole: when the fog cleared 
the entire icescape was 
covered as far as the eye 
could see by these bizarre 
yet beautiful shapes.

Richard: Ned, as much as 
the story and performances, 
people will be talking about 
the presentation of the mov¬ 
ie. Shot and projected at 48 
frames a second — twice the 
industry standard — the pic¬ 
ture is so vivid, so pristine, 
it doesn’t really look like a 
movie. Combine that with the 
3D and it’s like watching mega 
high-definition. Eveiy goblin 
wart and troll blemish is dis¬ 
tinct enough to give dermatol¬ 
ogists everywhere nightmares. 
What did you think of the 
mega-super-hi-definition look? 

Ned: I have to say, the 48 
frames per second was a prob¬ 
lem for me. It often looked 


somewhere between a super- 
high definition 1980s BBC 
miniseries and a video game, 
and it just felt utterly un-cine- 
matic. Saying that it doesn’t 
really look like a movie hits 
the nail on the head. Chris¬ 
topher Nolan has harped on 
in the past about film having 
a “warmth” that video can’t 
replicate, and I think I see 
what he means here. But the 
biggest crime, I think, is that 
the sweeping shots of the New 
Zealand landscape looked 
fake. 

RC: Perhaps it’s like the dif¬ 
ference between vinyl or CD. 
I prefer the warm sound of 
old-school vinyl to the hard 
digital preproduction of CD. 
The pops and skips are part 
of the experience, just as film 
blur and grain are a part of 
watching 35 mm projected 
on the big screen. Having said 
that, Gollum is awesome at 
48 frames a second. The ex¬ 
tended scene (for the record, 
most of the scenes in the film 


could be called extended), in 
which Bilbo and Gollum meet 
and trade riddles is one of the 
highlights of the film thanks 
to Serkis’ astounding motion 
capture performance. 

NE: That scene is the true 
highlight of the film, and it 
coincidentally is where Mar¬ 
tin Freeman, as the younger 
Bilbo, really shines as well. But 
even with this standout, Peter 
Jackson and company manage 
to spoil it (for me at least) by 
overdoing Gollum’s last line to 
beat the viewer over the head 
with another reminder that 
all this leads to the Lord of the 
Rings. It’s a bad habit running 
through the film that grows 
tedious. Elijah Wood’s cameo 
is particularly clumsy in this 
regard, with him basically de¬ 
scribing what he’s going to do 
in his first scene in Fellowship 
of the Ring and then running 
off to do it. 

RC: It may be clumsy, but I

Barbra Streisand is many 
things — an acclaimed 
actress, singer, director and 
writer, political activist and 
philanthropist — but most of 
all she’s a woman not afraid 
to speak her mind. So what 
wisdom did Streisand have to 
impart while promoting the 
Guilt Trip, her first starring 
role in a movie since the Mir¬ 
ror Has Two Faces in 1996? 

The secret to her success 
is staying home 

“I don’t make that many 
movies and I don’t make 
that many appearances,” she 


says. “That’s it. Less is more. 
And maybe that keeps a little 
mystery or something. I like 
to stay home a lot.” 

She doesn’t like where the 
film industry has been going 


“It’s not the same as when 
I last made a film. They’re 
not interested in love stories 
or any movie that’s over 
$15 million. But it could be 
$100 million, that’s OK. Two 
hundred million is OK to 


lose,” she says with a laugh. 
“But movies that I’m used to 
making or liking, that draw 
me, they’re movies that cost 
$18 million, $20 million, 
and they’re not interested in 
those movies. It’s a different 


time. I don’t like it as much.” 

She doesn’t actually 
get sent that many scripts 
to consider 

“I don’t. You see, everybody 
gets like that. ‘She must get 


so many scripts, why would 
I send it to her? She’ll never 
get a chance to read it,”’ 
Streisand laments. “Mean¬ 
while I’ll go, ‘Where are the 
scripts?”’ 

Getting her to do The Guilt 
Trip required an actual 
guilt trip from director 
Anne Fletcher 

“I remember ... I said to 
Anne, ‘Would you make the 
movie without me?’ And she 
said no,” Streisand recalls. “I 
felt bad, guilty. I said, ‘Oh no, 
she’s not going to have this 
job.’” 

While co-star Seth Rogen 
asked around about what 
working with Streisand 
would be like, she wasn’t 
able to do any similar 
research. 

“Seth, it turns out, sussed 
me out,” she says. “He called 
people from the Foclcer mov¬ 
ies. I didn’t know who to call. 
I don’t know any of those 
people from his movies, so 
what was I going to do?” she 
adds.

Sally Field, and composer 
John Williams. 

Other favourites for the 
Hollywood Foreign Press 
include Ben Affleck’s Argo, 
Kathryn Bigelow’s Zero Dark 
Thirty and Quentin Taran¬ 
tino’s Django Unchained, 
all of which received best 
drama and best director 
nods, as well as other nom¬ 
inations. 

On the television side, 
new series Nashville, Smash 
and the Newsroom earned 
accolades, while longtime 
awards favourite Mad Men 
failed to make the best tele¬ 
vision drama list for the 
first time. Critical favourites 
Homeland and Downton Ab¬ 
bey earned four and three 
nominations each, respect¬ 
ively, and are expected to be 
favourites when the awards 
are handed out. 


Biggest surprises 

The Hollywood Foreign Press 
clearly has a thing for Nicole 
Kidman, nominating the ac¬ 
tress in both film and TV cat¬ 
egories. Her nod for Lee Dan¬ 
iels’ The Paperboy may be the 
most controversial this year, 
as the film was widely panned 
coming out of the Cannes 
Film Festival. Also a surprise? 
Multiple nominations for Sal¬ 
mon Fishing in the Yemen, an 


early 2012 film with little to 
know awards campaign. Stars 
Ewan McGregor and Emily 
Blunt earned acting nods 
while the film made the best 
musical or comedy list. 

Biggest snubs 

While Tom Hooper’s pre¬ 
sumed awards season jugger¬ 
naut Les Miserables earned 
nods for best musical or 
comedy, plus best actor Hugh 


Jackman and supporting ac¬ 
tress Anne Hathaway, Hooper 
himself didn’t make the best 
director list. And despite 
turning in great perform¬ 
ances in multiple films, Mat¬ 
thew McConaughey came up 
empty handed at the HFPA. 
Other notable snubs include 
Robert DeNiro for Silver 
Linings Playboolc — though 
best supporting actor is the 
tightest race this year — 


and indie darling Beasts of 
the Southern Wild, which 
didn’t receive a single nom¬ 
ination. 

The 70th annual Golden 
Globe Awards will be handed 
out live January 13, hosted by 
Tina Fey and Amy Poehler, 
who are nominated against 
each other in the best actress 
in a television comedy cat¬ 
egory.

While I’m sure some of 
you will have an alternative 
to turkey as the star of your 
Xmas meal, the big bird is 
it for the majority of us, so 
this week I’m focusing on 
white wines to match. 

Roast turkey never 
makes an appearance in the 
dining room alone. And it’s 
all of the side dishes (like 
cranberry sauce, herl> 
aceous stuffing and sweet 
potatoes) that have the 
greatest chance of clashing 
with your wine choice. 

An off-dry white made 
with the peppery gewiirz- 
traminer grape or medium- 
dry riesling grape from any 
country is a great pick. So is 
one made with sauvignon 
blanc from France. 

I’m partial to a lightly 
oaked chardonnay. The 
majority of white French 
Burgundy wines fit the bill, 
as do many chards from 
Australia, Chile, Canada and 
California. 

The 2010 J. Lohr River¬ 
stone Chardonnay ($18.95 
- $22.99) used to be an oak 
bomb, but recent 
vintages have seen 
it transformed 
into a mouth full 
of tropical fruit 
with butterscotch 
aromatics and a 
subtle, turkey- 
friendly tone of 
wood.
